Teacher Development Conferences & Seminars In the 2011-2012 fiscal year the Institute conducted, more than 40 
on-site educational programs for teachers, training more than 1,500 teachers By focusing on founding principles 
such as religious liberty, freedom of speech, rights of the accused, federalism, and citizenship Each program

Teacher Outreach The Bill of Rights Institute continued its marketing of educational materials and professional 
development programs to teachers and administrators In order to leverage the Bill of Rights Institute's outreach to 
teachers across the country Institute staff along with select teachers in the Institute's National Educator Outreach 
(NEO), presented Institute programs and curriculum at over 20 local and state teacher conferences reaching 50,000

U S Constitutional Principles Videos The Institute produced four 6-8 minute videos with accompanying viewing 
guides on the constitutional principles of Rule of Law, Consent of the Governed, Separation of Powers, and 
Representative government These videos were featured, along with student-friendly viewing guides to help 
reinforce content and additional resources for further exploration, on our website, YouTube, and social media 
channels Together, these videos have received more than 25,000 views Being an American Exploring the Ideals
